SELECTMEN'S  LETTER 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  in  1988  had  what  is  probably  a 
typical  Newington  year,  many  ups  and  downs.  It  would  be  truthful 
to  say  that  the  variance  between  the  two  was  as  great,  if  not 
greater,  than  most  years.  These  emergency  non-routine  occur- 
rences, required  many  special  meetings. 

Our  regular  meetings  on  the  1st  and  3rd  mondays  of  each 
month  have  handled  the  usual  run  of  business,  although  we 
have  made  some  substantial  decisions  within  the  normal  busi- 
ness of  the  Board.  Early  in  the  year,  we  decided  to  dismiss  the 
original  contractor  hired  to  renovate  the  Old  Parsonage.  His  work 
was  eminently  satisfactory,  but  he  was  unable  to  meet  any  target 
dates.  We  did  install  proper  electrical  supply  and  alarm  systems 
as  we  did  not  want  to  go  through  another  year  without  having  the 
building  connected  to  the  Town  Fire  Alarm  System.  We  utilized 
our  own  local  builders,  painters,  etc.,  and  the  complete  job  was 
done  before  Fall  of  this  year.  The  contents,  which  had  been  in 
storage  for  about  a  year,  have  been  returned  to  the  Town. 
Storage  of  some  of  this  antique  material,  which  the  Historical 
Society  feels  is  not  in  keeping  with  the  time  frame  represented 
by  the  Old  Parsonage,  is  a  subject  of  a  Warrant  Article  in  the 
1989  Town  Warrant. 

The  new  police  station  contract  was  signed,  and  it  appears 
that  the  building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  some  time  shortly 
after  the  Town  Meeting.  Hopefully  by  April  1 ,  1 989. 

We  should  note  for  the  benefit  of  all  town  employees,  commit- 
tee members  and  volunteer  workers,  that  the  Board  adopted  the 
provisions  of  RSA  31 :1 05.  In  essence  this  means  that  anyone 
who  might,  in  the  course  of  their  work  for  the  town,  be  sued  for 
their  actions,  is  protected  by  law  and  will  be  defended  by  the 
Town.  In  addition,  along  these  lines,  no  property  belonging  to 
individuals  may  be  attached  or  in  any  way  bothered,  as  a  result 
of  such  a  lawsuit  if  one  is  brought. 

Insofar  as  the  Town  insurance  policies  are  concerned,  this 
matter  has  been  the  subject  of  much  study  by  the  Selectmen, 
supplemented  with  professional  consultation.  Therefore,  as  of 
January  1 ,  1989,  the  basic  Casualty-Liability  insurance  will  be 
carried  with  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association  pool.  This 
is  similar  to  the  arrangement  we  have  with  the  NHMA  for  Work- 
men's Compensation  and  Health  Insurance.  The  coverage  is 
more  comprehensive,  is  all  in  one  policy  and  also  increases  our 
liability  coverage.  With  more  extensive  protection,  we  feel  we  will 


be  able  to  save  money  for  the  Town  by  eventually  dropping 
some  specialized  policies  which  have  been  added  over  the  years 
for  such  potential  liability  exposures  as  police  and  ambulance 
attendants. 

Probably  the  most  vital  affair  for  the  Town,  which  could  well 
have  been  a  subject  for  a  separate  letter,  was  the  startling 
announcement  of  the  potential  closure  of  Pease  Air  Force  Base. 
Obviously,  this  is  a  major  change  for  the  entire  area,  not  only  for 
Newington.  I  can  assure  you  the  Board  has  worked  long  and 
hard,  holding  many  meetings,  at  many  levels,  in  order  to  bring 
what  we  feel  will  be  the  best  results  for  the  Town  and  the  towns- 
people. We  feel  that,  in  this  short  time,  arriving  at  the  agreement 
with  both  Portsmouth  and  the  State,  where  we  have  equal  voting 
strength,  as  well  as  veto  power,  puts  Newington  in  a  favorable 
position.  The  ultimate  outcome  cannot  yet  be  known  but  the 
Planning  Board  has  taken  the  proper  legal  steps,  as  laid  out  in 
our  Master  Plan,  to  plan  what  is  felt  to  be  the  most  equable 
solution  to  the  many  problems  that  still  face  us.  At  the  time  of  this 
writing,  which  is  the  completion  of  a  report  on  1988,  what  is 
written  here  will  be  expanded  greatly  by  the  time  of  the  Town 
Meeting  in  1989. 

We  can  only  reiterate  that  we  are  anxious  to  reach  the  most 
advantageous  solution  possible  and  will  be  keeping  you  in- 
formed.

Gentlemen: 

I  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the 
Town  of  Newington,  New  Hampshire,  and  its  combining  and 
Individual  fund  financial  statements  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,1 988.  As  a  part  of  my  examination  I  made  a 
study  and  evaluation  of  the  Town's  system  of  internal  accounting 
control  to  the  extent  I  considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the 
system  as  required  by  generally  accepted  auditing  standards. 
Under  these  standards  the  purpose  of  such  evaluation  is  to 
establish  a  basis  of  reliance  on  the  system  of  internal  accounting 
control  in  determining  the  nature,  timing  and  extent  of  other 
auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary  for  expressing  an  opinion 
on  the  financial  statements. 

My  study  and  evaluation  of  the  system  of  internal  accounting 
control  was  made  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  the  paragraph 
above  and  accordingly  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  weak- 
nesses in  the  system  because  it  was  based  upon  selective  tests 
of  the  accounting  records  and  related  data.  As  a  result  of  this 
study  and  evaluation,  I  have  noted  no  particular  areas  where 
improvements  can  be  made  to  strengthen  the  system  of  internal 
accounting  control. 

At  this  time,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Town  officials,  especially  Mr. 
Norman  Myers  and  Mrs.  Pat  Main,  for  the  cooperation  and 
courtesy  shown  my  staff  during  the  course  of  the  engagement.

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BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT  —  1988 

The  Board  of  Adjustment  took  the  following  actions  in  1 988: 

March  Granted  a  variance  to  Phyllis  P.  Pickering  to  allow 

creation  of  a  lot  58,908  square  feet,  being  the  lot 
previously  thought  to  contain  64,000  square  feet. 

June  Granted  a  variance  to  William  Leatherbee  D/B/A  Fox  Run 

Trust,  to  develop  50,000  square  feet  of  retail  use  in  a 
proposed  building  on  Woodbury  Avenue,  where  retail 
use  is  prohibited.  (Applicatioin  was  made  to  the 
Planning  Board  while  retail  use  was  permitted.) 

Granted  a  variance  to  Thomas  Nelson  to  allow 
subdivision  of  his  property  in  South  Newington  into 
two  lots  of  10.6  acres  and  5  acres.  One  lot  having 
less  than  the  required  200  feet  on  a  Town  road.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

During  1988,  the  Planning  Board  received  24  applications  for 
land  subdivision,  site  plan  review,  and  lot  line  adjustments.  This 
compares  with  32  applications  received  in  1987  (an  all-time  rec- 
ord), and  22  applications  in  1986. 

Eleven  subdivision  applications  were  submitted  in  1988.  These 
applications  proposed  a  total  of  66  lots,  62  of  which  are  situated 
in  the  Residential  District.  These  66  proposed  lots  compare  with 
87  proposed  in  1987,  and  24  proposed  in  1986. 

Of  the  66  lots  proposed  in  1988,  14  were  approved,  26  were 
withdrawn,  and  26  were  still  pending  as  this  report  went  to  print. 
Three  lot  line  adjustments  were  also  approved. 

The  graph  on  the  opposite  page  summarizes  Planning  Board 
activity  relative  to  new  residential  building  lots  over  the  course  of 
the  past  ten  years. 

In  1988,  the  Planning  Board  also  approved  site  plans  for  seven 
projects  in  the  Business  &  Industrial  Districts.  These  approvals 
were  for  the  conversion  of  industrial  space  to  retail  at  Newington 
Park  West,  a  minor  expansion  at  Simplex,  an  expansion  at  the 
Asia  Restaurant,  the  movement  of  an  accessory  building  from 
Ranor  to  Combustion  Engineering,  the  construction  of  a  mainte- 
nance building  at  Newington  Mall,  a  gypsum  rock  unloading 
facility  at  Sprague,  and  the  conversion  of  the  Ranor  facility  to  a 
$35  million  gypsum  wallboard  plant. 

A  proposal  for  a  Burger  King  at  the  old  Flagstones  site  was 
withdrawn.  Still  pending  as  of  this  report  is  a  proposed  60,000 
square  foot  office/retail  complex  north  of  the  cinemas,  a  bank  at 
the  Souter  &  Egan  site,  and  new  truck  loading  racks,  and 
maintenance  building,  and  a  large  salt  pile  at  Sprague's  Newing- 
ton Terminal. 

As  you  know,  the  probable  conversion  of  Pease  AFB  will 
require  a  great  deal  of  our  time  and  attention  in  the  coming 
months  and  years.  Your  input  is  important.  The  Planning  Board 
welcomes  your  comments,  ideas  and  suggestions  relative  to  this 
pending  development.

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LAMPREY  REGIONAL  SOLID  WASTE  COOPERATIVE 

The  Directors  of  the  Lamprey  Regional  Solid  Waste  Coopera- 
tive are  pleased  to  continue  to  report  that  the  incinerator/energy 
recovery  plant  located  on  the  campus  of  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire  is  operating  on  a  continuous  24-hour,  seven-days-a- 
week  schedule. 

The  day-to-day  operation  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Cooperative's  Administrator,  under  the  general  supervi- 
sory control  of  the  three-member  Operations  Committee  from  the 
Joint  Board  of  Directors.  The  plant  personnel,  in  addition  to  the 
Administrator,  includes  two  mechanics,  two  truck  drivers,  two 
daily  shifts  of  12  hours  each  involving  eight  persons  plus  daily 
cleanup  crew,  and  the  secretary.  This  organization  operates  the 
incinerator  system,  maintains  records,  and  coordinates  with  the 
University's  heating  plant  staff  to  monitor  the  boiler  and  steam 
production  elements  of  the  plant.  The  Cooperative's  organiza- 
tion also  handles  the  collection  of  refuse  from  the  transfer 
stations  of  four  communities,  and  handles  the  ash  removal  and 
its  transfer  to  landfill  sites. 

As  of  the  beginning  of  December  1988  the  landfill  is  about 
85%  complete  and  should  be  operational  sometime  late  in  the 
first  quarter  of  1989.  The  operation  of  the  landfill  is  going  to  be 
rather  unique  in  the  fact  that  we  will  erect  a  building  to  house 
about  four  months  worth  of  ash/sludge  mixture  and  open  the 
landfill  only  four  or  five  times  per  year.  In  this  mode  of  operation 
we  will  significantly  reduce  leachate  generation,  increase  the  life 
of  the  landfill  and  reduce  our  operating  costs  to  more  than  pay 
for  the  building  over  the  life  of  the  landfill.  This  mode  of  opera- 
tion has  to  be  approved  by  the  Department  of  Environmental 
Services  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  Our  preliminary 
discussion  with  the  D.E.S.  indicates  that  they  are  receptive  in 
theory  to  this  method  of  operation. 

Status  of  the  Recycling  Committee:  At  the  March  31 ,  1988 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
look  into  recycling  and  the  capacity  of  the  plant — the  committee 
is  made  up  of  John  Jacobsmeyer  from  Northwood,  Russell 
Bailey  from  Epping  and  Edmund  Jansen  from  Rollinsford.  The 
life  of  the  committee  is  18  months  and  it  should  have  its  report 
out  by  September  1989.

Article  VII  Section  8  -  Airport  Industrial  "Al"  District

The  Airport  Industrial  District  is  established  to  accomo 
date  industrial  land  uses  that  are  dependent  upon  the 
adjacent  airport. 

B)  Description: 

This  district  is  bounded  on  the  north  and  east  by  Pease

8)  Warehousing  and  transportation  operations  involving 
non-flammable  and  non-hazardous  materials  related  to 
cargo/freight  air  transportation. 

9)  Precision  instrument  manufacturing  and  research 
related  to  cargo/freight  air  transportation. 

10)  Aircraft  and  aircraft  parts  manufacture,  air  freight 
terminals,  aircraft  parts  storage,  and  aviation  research 
and  testing  laboratories. 

1 1 )  Aircraft  repair  shops  for  multi-engine  aircraft  with  a 
gross  take-off  weight  of  at  least  75,000  pounds. 

D)  Dimensional  Requirements

E)  Standards 

1 )  Sewage  discharge  shall  not  cause  the  existing  Pease 
sewage  treatment  plant  to  exceed  90%  of  its  rated 
capacity. 

2)  The  following  restrictions  shall  apply  to  lighting: 

(a)  Pulsating,  flashing,  rotating,  oscillating,  or 
other  type  of  lighting  intended  as  an  attention- 
getting  device  shall  be  prohibited. 

(b)  Flood  lights,  spot  lights,  or  other  lighting 
devices  shall  be  arranged  or  shielded  so  as  not 
to  interfere  with  the  safe  operation  of  aircraft.

HISTORIC  DISTRICT  COMMISSION 

A  very  ambitious  year,  1988,  was  completed  by  the  Newing- 
ton  Historic  District  Commission. 

In  March  1988,  the  HDC  received  from  the  National  Park 
Service  a  Certified  Local  Government  matching  grant  of  $10,000. 
This  grant,  administered  by  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of 
Historic  Resources,  provided  funds  for  the  expenses,  donated 
materials  and  volunteer  services  for  the  Newington  Historic 
Preservation  Project.  To  the  credit  of  the  Newington  volunteers, 
there  was  a  project  contribution  of  $1 1 ,31 1 .48,  a  large  grant 
overmatch. 

With  this  grant  support,  the  "Historic  Resources"  chapter  of 
the  revised  Newington  Master  Plan  was  written  by  Tom  Morgan, 
Newington  planning  consultant.  This  chapter  of  the  new  Master 
Plan  will  serve  as  an  outstanding  model  for  other  New  Hamp- 
shire communities  attempting  to  update  their  master  plans.  In 
April  a  hearing  was  held  by  the  Historic  District  Commission  to 
include  updated  revisions  to  the  Historic  District  regulations. 

Another  component  of  the  grant  effort  was  an  extensive 
research  study  of  Fox  Point  prepared  by  Mary  Joan  Scho.  This 
study  collected  oral  histories  from  several  local  persons  familiar 
with  the  past  of  Fox  Point.  Photographs  of  old  landmarks  were 
included  to  provide  illustrations  of  interviews  contributed  by  Kay 
Akerley,  Dorothy  Watson,  Bob  Knox  and  Eileen  Eels. 

A  consultant  from  the  New  England  Document  Center,  after 
inspecting  old  town  papers  in  the  care  of  the  Historical  Society, 
advised  the  Commission  about  the  proper  conservation  of  these 
valuable  historic  documents. 

Another  project,  a  slide  collection  of  old  Newington  photo- 
graphs, was  compiled  to  be  used  to  give  an  intimate  record  of 
town  history.  Now  available  for  presentation,  many  photographs 
from  the  Historical  Society  and  from  private  collections  were 
copied  and  arranged  by  Barbara  Myers  and  Margherita  Mazeau. 

For  this  entire  CLG  grant  project,  many  people  shared 
valuable  old  family  photographs,  memories  and  documents. 
Volunteers  worked  very  hard  to  collect,  compile  information  and 
write  reports. 

The  enthusiasm,  effort  and  energy  of  this  year  has  now  been 
directed  to  several  activities  for  another  year.  This  will  include 
mapping,  documenting  and  restoring  private  cemeteries,  locating 
the  ancient  Newington  brickyards  and  stone  walls,  and  undertak- 
ing the  proper  preservation  of  old  town  documents. 
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As  always  everyone  who  volunteers  to  give  assistance  learns 
a  lot  of  Interesting  history  about  Newington,  underscoring  the 
important  need  for  conservation  and  historic  preservation  while  it 
is  still  possible.  The  Historic  District  Commission  appreciates  all 
the  people  who  have  so  generously  contributed  this  year  to 
documenting  the  life  of  Newington,  N.H.

CEMETERY  COMMITTEE 
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REPORT  OF  NEWINGTON  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 

During  1988,  the  renovation  of  the  Old  Parsonage  was  com- 
pleted by  the  Town;  and  the  furniture,  which  is  the  property  of  the 
Historical  Society,  was  removed  from  storage  and  returned  to  the 
House.  Unfortunately  the  weather  became  too  cold  to  finish 
unpacking  and  reassembling  the  beds.  This  will  be  completed  in 
the  spring  in  time  to  hold  a  gala  open  house  before  the  summer 
season  begins.  Help  will  be  needed  to  restring  the  beds  and  to 
"sit  on  the  house"  during  the  summer.  Volunteers  are  invited  to 
call  Barbara  Myers,  Marghehta  Mazeau  or  Winnie  Welch. 

Working  with  the  Historic  Commission,  two  projects  have 
been  completed.  A  conservation  survey  of  the  old  documents 
belonging  to  the  Society  has  been  made;  and  many  of  the  old 
photographs  of  Newington  Houses  have  been  copied  as  slides. 
A  second  collection  of  these  is  currently  being  assembled. 

For  the  ensuing  year,  the  Commission  and  the  Society  will 
again  work  together,  on  a  project  to  locate  and  properly  docu- 
ment the  ancient  private  cemeteries  in  town.  The  Society  has 
knowledge  of  ten  of  these  graveyards,  but  a  long-searched-for 
one  was  just  discovered  in  January  and  it  is  possible  that  there 
are  others  which  have  been  overlooked. 

Membership  in  the  Histoncal  Society  is  open  to  anyone  inter- 
ested in  the  town.  Dues  are  a  modest  $1 .50  per  person  and  may 
be  sent  to  membership  chairman  Margherita  Mazeau.  Meetings 
are  held  six  times  a  year  with  interesting  programs  provided  at 
each  meeting.

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1988  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  year  of  1988  shows  an  increase  in  fire  calls  by  29%  over 
1987.  The  Fire  Department  responded  to  263  calls.    The 
following  is  a  breakdown  of  the  calls  by  district: 

12%  to  the  Industrial  District 

23%  to  the  Business  District 

24%  to  the  Fox  Run  Mall 

7%  to  the  Newington  Mall 

1 5%  to  the  Residents 

1 2%  for  Motor  Vehicle  Accidents 

5%  for  Mutual  Aid  Requests 

2%  for  Boat  Rescues 

This  Department  relies  on  volunteers  for  manpower  to  help 
our  residents  and  neighbors  in  their  time  of  need.  During  1988, 
the  roster  averaged  33  members.  Of  these  33  members,  only  14 
members  are  active  and  will  generally  respond  to  any  call.  Of 
the  14  active  members,  only  8  are  residents  of  the  Town  of 
Newington.  There  was  an  average  of  6  people  per  call  for  1988. 
This  has  put  a  heavy  burden  on  just  a  few  people. 

The  Boy  Scouts  of  America,  Explorer  Post  933  is  alive  and 
well.  These  young  people  have  been  a  great  help  to  the  Fire  De- 
partment, and  most  have  taken  the  series  of  classes  for  Fire- 
fighter I,  as  established  by  the  New  Hampshire  Fire  Standards  & 
Training  Commission. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  Firefighters  for  their  time  and  effort  in 
protecting  the  lives  and  property  of  the  taxpayers  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  Town  of  Newington.  I  wish,  also,  to  thank 
these  same  people  for  their  time  in  attending  various  training 
classes,  both  at  the  Fire  Station  and  throughout  the  State,  in  an 
effort  to  improve  their  skills  as  Firefighters  and  Officers. 

As  a  final  note,  I  wish  to  remind  the  Town  residents  that  the 
Fire  Department  is  available  for  public  assistance  calls,  as  well 
as  for  emergencies.  We  are  here  to  serve  you.

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TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Between  July  1987  and  June  1988,  we  experienced  more 
fires  than  normal.  The  three  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were 
again  children,  fires  kindled  without  permission  of  a  Forest 
Warden  and  debris  burning.  All  causes  are  preventable,  but  only 
with  your  help. 

Please  help  out  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest 
fire  prevention.  Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  infor- 
mation. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  re- 
sponsibility of  State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent 
timber  harvest  regulations;  however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber 
harvest  law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden, 
Concord  Forest  Protection  Headquarters,  at  (603)  271-2217,  or 
your  local  Forest  Ranger. 

On  January  1,  1989,  the  Deceptive  Forestry  Business 
Practices  Law  (RSA  224:54)  went  into  effect.  This  law,  in 
summary,  states  that  a  person  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  if,  in 
the  course  of  buying  or  selling  a  forest  product,  he  or  she  uses  a 
false  weight  or  measure  for  falsely  determining  any  quality  or 
quantity  of  a  forest  product.  For  more  information,  contact  one  of 
the  persons  mentioned  above.

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1988  AMBULANCE  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  year  of  1988  shows  an  increase  in  Ambulance  calls  by 
28%  over  1987.  The  Ambulance  responded  to  277  calls.  The 
following  is  a  breakdown  of  the  calls  by  district: 

9%  to  the  Industnal  District 

15%  to  the  Business  District 

16%  to  the  Fox  Run  Mall 

14%  to  the  Newington  Mall 

1 3%  to  the  Residents 

20%  for  Motor  Vehicle  Accidents

The  Ambulance  does  provide  a  transfer  service  for  the  resi- 
dents of  Newington,  and  this  service  was  called  upon  8  times.  It 
is  a  privilege  to  provide  this  service  for  the  residents. 

During  the  year  of  1988,  there  were  12  Ambulance  Atten- 
dants, and  of  these,  only  9  are  residents  of  the  Town  of  Newing- 
ton. There  was  an  average  of  4.5  people  responding  to  the  calls 
in  1988.  This  has  put  a  very  heavy  burden  on  just  a  few  people. 

Some  of  the  ambulance  personnel  are  trained  and  are  willing 
to  provide  to  the  residents,  through  an  outreach  program,  CPR 
training.  Any  resident  of  the  Town  of  Newington  wishing  to  be 
taught  or  to  be  recertified  in  CPR,  can  contact  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment and  have  your  name  placed  on  a  list  to  be  enrolled  into  the 
next  available  class. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  Ambulance 
personnel  for  their  unselfish  contributions  to  the  Town  of  Newing- 
ton, by  sacrificing  their  time  to  serve  on  the  Ambulance.  Each  of 
these  members  has  been  trained  to  at  least  the  basic  level  of 
Emergency  Medical  Technician  (EMT),  and  they  continue  to 
attend  classes  and  seminars  to  improve  their  skills.  The  area 
hospitals  have  started  to  give  classes  in  advance  skills  for  Pre- 
Hospital  Care,  which  has  helped  open  the  lines  of  communica- 
tion for  the  Ambulance  Attendant,  with  the  Emergency  Depart- 
ment staff.  The  members  of  the  Newington  Ambulance  Service 
have  constantly  received  praises  from  the  local  hospitals,  for 
their  care  of  the  sick  and  injured.  The  compliments  from  the 
Emergency  Department  doctors  and  nurses  have  helped  these 
people  to  continue  to  serve.  Once  again,  I  wish  to  thank  the 
members  of  the  Ambulance  Service,  for  their  time  and  effort  in 
providing  quality  pre-hospital  care  for  the  Town  of  Newington.

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REPORT  FROM  THE  NEWINGTON  SCHOOL  BOARD 

During  1988,  the  Newington  School  Board  was  very  active 
with  a  multitude  of  school,  community  and  area  issues,  many  of 
which  will  continue  to  be  serious  concerns  for  the  next  year. 

Within  the  27  year  old  building,  there  were  several  mainte- 
nance improvements.  There  was  a  need  to  replace  old  leaking 
hot  water  pipes  and  change  them  from  underground  to  over- 
head, to  develop  a  management  plan  to  be  certain  the  building 
was  free  from  asbestos  and  to  be  certain  the  water  in  the  build- 
ing was  not  contaminated  by  lead.  A  new  gas  heating  system 
was  installed  and  the  old  buried  oil  tank  was  removed  from  the 
driveway.  During  the  fall,  painting  was  done  in  the  gym  and  the 
halls.  The  third  and  fourth  grade  classes  are  now  using  new 
desks  in  the  classroom.  Finally,  an  engineering  study  was 
conducted  to  survey  space  for  present  and  future  needs. 

During  the  next  two  years,  Newington  Elementary  School  will 
engage  in  an  accreditation  process  supervised  by  the  New 
England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges.  This  comprehen- 
sive study,  chaired  by  Mr.  Michaels,  will  involve  staff  and  a 
visiting  team  to  examine  the  facilities  and  the  educational 
program  at  the  elementary  school.  We  expect  to  receive  many 
commendations  for  our  educational  program  and  facilities,  but 
will  welcome  any  recommendations  to  improve  the  educational 
services  offered  by  the  school. 

With  the  aid  of  a  grant  from  the  Portsmouth  Foundation  for 
Seacoast  Health,  Newington  adopted  a  health  and  wellness 
curriculum  for  the  elementary  students.  To  supplement  this 
program  and  to  address  national  concerns,  an  AIDS  program 
was  introduced  into  the  health  curriculum. 

The  role  of  the  school  in  the  community  and  the  larger 
seacoast  area  becomes  very  complex  and  interwoven  as  expec- 
tations for  the  school  change  and  as  this  community  is  affected 
by  area  changes.  Skyrocketing  costs  for  special  education 
services,  curricula  related  to  drug  and  chemical  abuse  and 
support  for  dysfunctioning  families  must  now  be  incorporated  into 
education  programs.  Student  population  changes,  tuition 
charges.  Pease  AFB  closure  and  transportation  all  will  affect  the 
educational  effort  of  Newington.  To  plan  for  this  future,  the 
school  board  assisted  the  Newington  Planning  Board  in  the 
revision  of  the  school  section  of  the  new  Master  Plan  to  be 
adopted  by  the  town. 

In  April  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Transportation 
held  a  public  hearing  in  Newington  to  receive  information  relating 
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to  the  future  of  the  Spaulding  Turnpike  median  area.  This 
hazardous  area  of  traffic  and  related  routes  has  made  school 
transportation  a  matter  of  attention  this  year. 

Yearlong  teacher  negotiations  came  to  a  conclusion  in 
November  when  a  special  school  district  meeting  was  convened 
to  review  a  factfinder's  report  on  teacher  contracts.  This  report 
was  rejected  by  the  townspeople  so  at  this  time,  teacher  con- 
tracts are  not  settled.  As  in  many  New  Hampshire  communities, 
the  school  board  continues  to  be  plagued  by  resolving  confronta- 
tional teacher  professional  issues  with  what  the  small  communi- 
ties can  support. 

The  school  board  will  be  needing  your  comments,  interest 
and  support  as  we  deliberate  and  carve  the  way  through  a 
morass  of  educational  issues  and  mandated  services  for  the 
children  of  Newington.  We  respect  your  willingness  to  assist  us 
in  determining  town  needs  and  in  taking  volunteer  time  to  serve 
with  us.  Thank  you  very  much  for  your  support  this  year.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT  TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  NEWINGTON 

Dear  Friends, 

As  the  chorus  of  commissions  continues  to  investigate  and 
expound  upon  the  deficiencies  within  the  American  education 
system,  I  commence  this  annual  narrative  by  stating  with  as 
much  emphasis  as  possible  that  your  children  are  being  served 
by  an  extremely  competent  staff.  Their  knowledge  about  chil- 
dren and  teaching  is  readily  observed  in  their  instructional 
practices  that  accentuate  the  learner  over  the  assembly  line 
approach. 

Efforts  to  remain  well  informed  in  their  profession  took  many 
forms.  There  were  SAU  sponsored  release  sessions,  a  new 
regional  endeavor  collectively  implemented  through  the  Sea- 
coast  Educational  Services,  and  in  school  seminars.  The 
customary  out  of  district  conferences  along  with  college  courses 
were  available  and  attended.  The  programs  covered  such  topics 
as  AIDS,  cooperative  learning,  critical  thinking,  and  the  various 
3R  disciplines. 

Limited  staff  turnover  has  made  a  difference  in  the  stability  of 
the  entire  school  program.  I  feel  there  is  a  well  balanced  repre- 
sentation of  learning,  teaching  and  working  styles  among  all 
personnel  which  really  enhances  our  educational  mission  with 
the  children. 

One  of  our  major  goals  for  the  year  was  to  establish  more 
cohesiveness  and  coordination  among  the  different  services 
within  the  school.  Ultimately  the  desire  is  to  deliver  those 
needed  processes  and  skills  to  the  youngsters  without  fragmen- 
tation. Planned  collaborative  meetings  have  helped  as  well  as 
the  initiatives  of  the  staff  to  communicate  with  one  another. 
Currently,  eighteen  students  receive  assistance  in  compensatory 
services  in  conjunction  with  their  regular  programs.  The  help 
varies  from  speech  and  language  to  motor  type  activities.  Basic 
skills  deficits  are  addressed  through  the  Chapter  I  grant  which  is 
a  Federal  project  and  in  specific  learning  sessions  with  the 
reading  teacher,  the  latter  being  a  new  position  funded  for  six 
hours  each  week.  Besides  working  directly  with  students,  the 
reading  specialist  offers  advice  to  the  classroom  teachers  and 
coordinates  the  reading  segment  of  the  Chapter  I  program. 

Statistical  data  regarding  the  effectiveness  of  the  curriculum 
and  student  mastery  continue  to  be  measured  through  standard- 
ized assessments.  For  the  most  part,  these  instruments  sub- 
stantiated the  teachers'  daily  observations  of  their  students' 
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performance.  Specifically,  the  results  indicated  a  steady  pro- 
gression of  pupil  accomplishment  in  the  basic  disciplines  of 
study.  Since  altering  the  program  to  meet  certain  academic 
needs,  the  gains  have  been  quite  significant  in  the  advanced 
skills  of  inferential  and  critical  reading.  Previous  nemeses,  math 
computation  and  spelling,  exhibited  an  upward  surge.  Adjust- 
ments in  instructional  emphasis  are  presently  taking  place  in  the 
kinds  of  objectives  that  could  be  best  labeled  as  grammar. 
Particularly  pleasing  was  the  progress  in  the  areas  of  science 
and  social  studies,  especially  when  disappointing  findings  are 
being  reported  in  the  media  each  day. 

Last  year  we  noted  the  work  being  initiated  throughout  the 
SAU  to  unify  various  aspects  of  the  curricula  and  to  more 
appropriately  respond  to  the  different  kinds  of  funding  made 
available  through  private  and  public  sources.  The  Comprehen- 
sive Health  Program  is  one  such  example.  Soon  to  follow  will  be 
a  guide  for  weaving  AIDS  instruction  into  it  at  each  grade  level. 
Keeping  with  the  health  theme,  a  Wellness  Committee  partici- 
pated in  a  weeklong  conference  to  acquire  information  and 
methods  for  "healthier  living."  Instructional  continuums  were 
produced  in  art,  physical  education  and  music  as  part  of  this 
collective  process.  In  the  area  of  joint  funding,  proposals  were 
written  and  approved  for  hardware  like  computers,  VCR's  and 
printers.  Money  to  support  the  purchase  of  the  new  health 
program  and  a  component  from  a  prodigious  collection  of  drug 
materials  was  a  second  aspect  of  the  collaboration.  Seed 
money  from  foundations  and  grants  helped  to  make  several 
professional  growth  outings  possible.  As  you  can  see,  much 
was  done  to  consolidate  where  feasible,  while  at  the  same  time 
leaving  plenty  of  latitude  for  school  adaptation  as  perceived  by 
the  staff. 

Community  use  of  the  school  peaked  during  the  past  year. 
Activities  include  those  sponsored  by  several  municipal  agencies 
as  well  as  a  couple  of  commercial  enterprises.  In  order  to 
recoup  some  of  the  costs  associated  with  building  occupation  the 
School  Board  raised  the  hourly  stipend  to  $25.00  for  each  hour's 
use  instead  of  the  $18.00  previously  charged.  A  unique  concept 
attached  to  the  increase  is  the  contribution  being  forwarded  to 
the  student  activity  fund.  The  amount  is  dependent  upon  the 
difference  between  actual  cost  and  payment.  It  should  be 
remembered  that  the  facility  charge  is  only  levied  upon  organiza- 
tions not  supported  by  tax  dollars. 

A  series  of  capital  improvements  was  undertaken  and 
completed  within  the  last  calendar  year.  Natural  gas  became  the 
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fossil  fuel  to  generate  heat  and  hot  water  within  the  building. 
The  oil  storage  tank  located  in  the  driveway  was  removed  with 
the  surface  being  back  filled  and  paved.  Water  lines  running 
under  the  concrete  were  capped  off  with  new  overhead  piping 
installed  to  the  main  junction  box.  Painting  objectives  were 
achieved  with  the  gymnasium  and  long  hallway  being  recoated. 
Several  health  and  safety  alterations  took  place  like  a  new  hand 
sink  in  the  kitchen,  valves  to  contain  water  back  flow  and  tem- 
peratures, lighting,  and  a  vault  for  chemicals  and  flammable 
materials.  Five  rollaway  tables  with  benches  replaced  the 
separate  table  and  chair  arrangement  in  the  cafeteria.  A  new 
freezer  and  a  milk  cooler  were  purchased  for  the  lunch  program. 
Desks  and  chairs  to  outfit  the  third  and  fourth  grades  replaced  a 
rather  sad  combination  of  furniture  within  the  room.  Structurally 
sound  pieces  were  either  stored  and/or  distributed  within  com- 
munity owned  buildings.  To  avoid  unwanted  visitations  from 
crawly  creatures  and  to  keep  the  premises  free  from  loose 
debris,  a  dumpster  was  contracted  to  handle  the  daily  waste. 
Although  this  list  may  seem  quite  inclusive,  let  me  assure  you 
that  other  renovations  and  repairs  were  made  in  a  constant  effort 
to  maintain  your  property  and  to  insure  a  pleasant  learning 
environment  for  the  children. 

Last  year  we  stated  that  the  enrollment  projections  were  right 
on  schedule.  However,  with  the  economic  trends  indicating  a 
slight  slowdown,  these  student  growth  figures  have  been  ad- 
justed. What  this  means  is  the  contemplated  expansion  for  the 
building  due  to  overpopulation  may  not  occur  as  rapidly.  Obvi- 
ously a  recent  decision  to  phase  out  Pease  will  affect  the  enroll- 
ment.   Since  the  time  when  the  School  Board  first  agreed  to 
accept  students  from  within  the  Newington  boundary  on  base, 
the  average  number  of  young  people  attending  the  elementary 
school  has  been  between  ten  and  twelve  with  the  majority  in  the 
primary  grades.  As  you  can  conclude,  the  principal  source  for 
school  registration  continues  to  be  the  community  proper  and  not 
from  the  manufactured  homes  on  base. 

Before  wrapping  this  report  up,  I  would  like  to  acknowledge 
the  outstanding  work  being  done  by  the  young  people  at  the 
Junior  and  Senior  High  School.  We  would  also  mention  that  it  is 
always  a  pleasure  to  have  you  stop  by  to  observe  the  children  in 
their  school  environment  and  would  encourage  more  to  do  so! 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

This  report  is  my  tenth  annual  to  the  citizens  of  Greenland, 
New  Castle,  Newington  and  Rye. 

Assessment  and  evaluation  are  important  requirements  for 
the  success  of  any  organization  and  public  schools  are  no 
exception.  Last  year  in  my  report  I  indicated  that  two  of  our 
schools,  Greenland  Central  and  Rye  Elementary,  were  in  the 
final  stages  of  the  self-study  phase  of  an  accreditation  process 
conducted  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and 
Colleges  (NEASC). 

In  the  fall  of  1988  both  schools  hosted  visiting  teams  of  pro- 
fessional educators  whose  responsibility  it  was  to  review  the  self- 
evaluation  reports  written  by  the  staff  and  do  a  thorough  review 
of  the  entire  school  and  its  relationship  to  the  community.  This 
three  day  visit  is  an  intense  review  of  every  facet  of  the  school 
leading  to  a  full  report  written  by  the  team  and  a  recommenda- 
tion to  the  NEASC  Board  of  Directors  relative  to  granting  the 
school  accreditation. 

Each  school  was  extremely  well  prepared  for  the  visiting 
team  and  I  extend  a  sincere  thank  you  to  every  staff  member  in 
those  schools  because  without  a  "team"  efforts  the  process 
would  not  have  been  useful  or  successful. 

We  are  optimistic  that  the  reports  will  be  favorable  and  both 
schools  will  be  granted  accreditation. 

Presently  the  Newington  school  is  beginning  the  process 
and  the  Rye  Junior  High  School  is  in  the  self-study  phase.  The 
Maude  H.  Trefethen  School  in  New  Castle  is  presently  studying 
the  feasibility  of  seeking  accreditation  and  researching  ways  that 
the  effort  can  be  sucessfully  undertaken  with  a  very  small  staff. 

For  the  past  three  years,  our  work  in  the  area  of  health 
education  has  been  mentioned  in  this  report.  Our  goal,  reported 
last  year,  of  implementing  a  comprehensive  health  education 
curriculum  in  SAU  #50  in  September,  1988,  was  met  and  the 
program  is  now  in  place  in  every  grade  in  the  four  towns. 

Our  efforts  in  this  area  were  greatly  enhanced  by  our  being 
fortunate  enough  to  secure  the  services  of  one  of  the  authors  of 
the  program,  Jim  Terhune,  who  provided  staff  with  two  days  of 
instruction  on  teaching  the  curriculum.  He  flew  here  from  Oregon 
to  join  us  on  August  31  and  September  1 ,  and  his  assistance 
was  invaluable. 

I  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  Foundation  for  Seacoast 
Health  which  provided  funding  to  assist  us  in  purchasing  the 
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curriculum  materials.  SAU  #50  continues  its  commitment  to  staff 
wellness  by  encouraging  staff  and  students  to  engage  in  fitness 
activities  and  maintain  a  nutritionally  sound  diet.  In  that  regard, 
we  are  gradually  making  changes  in  our  schools'  lunch  offerings 
which  will  bring  the  menus  more  in  line  with  good  nutritional 
standards.  Last  year  thirteen  School  Administrative  Units  in 
Southern  Rockingham  and  Strafford  counties  joined  together  to 
plan  and  offer  the  first  annual  in-service  day  for  staff.  On  January 
29,  1988,  over  2,000  principals,  teachers,  nurses,  librarians, 
superintendents  and  other  school  personnel  selected  one  of 
approximately  twenty  professional  growth  activities.  Each  School 
Administrative  Unit  developed  the  day's  program  having  been 
assigned  one  or,  in  some  cases,  two  areas  of  instruction  or 
concentration.  SAU  #50,  for  example,  developed  workshops  for 
nurses  (held  at  the  Greenland  Central  School)  and  librarians 
(held  at  the  Rye  Junior  High  School).  Other  school  districts  were 
responsible  for  developing  workshops  for  mathematics,  reading, 
special  education,  social  studies,  music,  art,  and  all  other  areas 
of  the  school  curriculum. 

All  attendees  at  every  site  were  asked  to  complete  a  survey 
giving  their  personal  assessment  of  the  day's  activities  and  it 
was  most  gratifying,  especially  to  those  who  worked  so  diligently 
in  planning  the  affair,  to  learn  that  the  vast  majority  found  their 
experience  professionally  rewarding. 

In  January  of  this  year  (1989)  the  format  was  repeated  with 
new  topics.  This  somewhat  unique  regional  approach  to  profes- 
sional growth  has  been  received  very  well  and  should  be  an 
annual  fixture. 

In  August,  1988,  SAU  #50  welcomed  Edmond  LaFleur  as 
our  new  Coordinator  of  Special  Education  replacing  Francine 
Fullam.  Francine  accepted  an  assistant  superintendency  at  SAU 
#53  in  Wilton.  As  sad  as  we  were  to  lose  Francine  after  nine 
years  of  outstanding  service  to  our  four  districts,  we  are  de- 
lighted to  have  Ed  with  us.  He  has  a  strong  special  education 
background  and  is  carrying  out  the  responsibilities  of  his  position 
in  a  most  competent  and  professional  manner. 

Recently  someone  asked  me  this  question,  "If  you  could 
change  one  thing  in  public  education  what  would  it  be."  My 
answer  came  quickly  and  with  conviction.  I  said  that  if  I  could 
make  one  change  it  would  be  to  form  a  permanent  positive  bond 
between  the  school  and  each  child's  home  so  that  there  would 
be  effective,  ongoing,  two  way  communication  and  each  child's 
learning  experience  in  school  would  be  known  and  reinforced  at 
home. 
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Admittedly  that,  like  so  many  other  things,  could  only  occur 
in  a  perfect  world.  But  my  thought  was  and  is  clear.  The  best 
education  for  young  people  occurs  when  the  home  and  school 
are  partners  in  the  process.  The  interest  and  support  of  commu- 
nity people  is  what  makes  good  schools  better.  Working  to- 
gether we  can  provide  our  young  people  with  the  best  foundation 
for  a  full  life  ahead.
